EDITORIAL: We 
must move on from 
the catastrophe of

Congress moved late 
Wednesday toward confirm- 
ing President-elect Joe Bid- 
en’s victory after a mob of loy- 
alists, urged on by President 
Donald Trump, stormed and 
occupied the Capitol, dis- 
rupting the final count of 
Electoral College ballots in a 
shocking display of violence 
that shook the core of Ameri- 
can democracy. 


There was no parallel in 
modern U.S. history, with ri- 
oters vandalizing House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi’s of- 
fice, smashing windows, 
looting art and briefly taking 
control of the Senate cham- 
ber, where they took turns 
posing for photographs with 
fists up on the dais where 
Vice President Mike Pence 
had just presided.

The woman who was shot 
and killed inside the U.S.
